Tfie 
Christian  people  of  the  land 
could  rule  the  land  if  they  would, 
and  then  its  rule  would  be  for 
Jaw  and  order.  But  while  there 
are  so  many  Christians  who  seem 
to  have  no  backbone,  and  who 
bow  complacently  to  the  doings 
of  that  chaotic  spirit  which  dom 
inates  the  lives  of  so  many  be- 
ings called  men  -men  who  are 
only  after  the  dollar — the  non- 
enforcement of  the  law  will  pre- 
wail.  We  are  told  of  a land 
somewhere,  that  has  a town 
somewhere,  that  has  “blind 
tigers”  that  are  hardly  “blind.” 
And  it  is  said  they  have  “local 
option  also.  ” And  they  have 
church  bells  many,  which  peal 
forth  each  Sabbath  morning  and 
evening  calling  worshipers  'to 
worship  the  Giver  of  all  good. 
Now,  if  all  these  things  be  true, 
one  is  naturally  inclined  to  ask, 
what  kind  of  worshipers  these 
are,  apd  if  that  part  of  those 
things  which  are  vicious  .are 
Continuous,  whether  or  not  their 
backbones  are  broken,  or  are 
devoid  of  the  spinal  cord?  It 
seems  that  for  such  things  to 
continue;  would  indicate  such 
lack  of  strength  on  the,  part  of 
these  worshipers  as  attends  a 
broken  back  or  an  absence  of  the 
cord.  And  then,  one  might 
<ask  if  the  devotions  of  these 
worshipers  are  indeed  bestowed 
and  accepted  by,  the 


following:*” Achan,  the  troubler 
of  Israel,  who  transgressed  in 
the  thing  accursed.”  In  Josh. 
7:44  the  Lord  tells  Joshua,  after 
the  defeat  of  Ai:  “Israel  hath 
sinned,  and  they  have  also 
transgressed  my  ■ ’ covenant 
which' I commanded  them,  for 
they  have  even  taken  ofthe  ac- 
cursed thing.’’

now.  It  m ay  be  that  we  are  to 
blame,  bee:  iuse  .we  do  not  write, 
or  do  not  v rite  what  is  suitable; 
or  even  if 1 re  are  doing  the  best 
we  can,  our  work  is  so  discour- 
aging that  there  is  little  to  tell 
the  peopli.  Yet  amid  all  the 
discouragements  and  the  ill- 
health  and  the  loss  of  mission- 
aries, we  have  had  bright  spots. 
In  this  church  in  the  last  three 
years  the  total  baptisms  have 
been  fifty -nine,  and  the  church 
has  threbbled  Its  membership 
since  1888.  Our  work  in  other 
stations  has  been  promising 
also,  especially  when  the  few 
workers  we  have  is  considered. 
This  year  (1896)  we  have  had 
; sixteen  baptisms  in  this  church. 
On  the-SOth  of  December  I bap- 
tized ten  persons,  ranging  in  age 
from  12  to  about  65  years  old. 
The  old  woman  who  can  compre- 
hend but  little,  is  the  happiest 
in  the  lot., 

Our  great  drawback  is  fevers, 
unfitting 'us  for  doing  our  best. 
Even  when  we  are  not  down 
sick,  the  greater  part  of  the 
timewV  do1  not  feel  perfectly 
well,  and  are  never  strong.  Yet 
J have  put  in  twelve  years  in 
this  country,  through  fevers  and 
discouragement#.  As  I started
